Oꝛaſmuche as the Jmperiall 
Crowne of this Realme with all di⸗ 
gnities, honours, pꝛerogatiues auc⸗ 


/ thoꝛities. iuriſdictions, and pꝛehemi 
E nences there bnto annexed, vnlted, 
and belong yng by the diuine pꝛoui⸗ 
dence ok almyghtye God is mooſte 
lawfullye, iuſtiye, and ryghtfully dif- 
cended and come vnto the Mueenes 
hyghnes,that nowe is being the ve- 
tye true and vndoubted heyꝛe and 
enheritrixthereof , and inueſted in 
0 her mooſt ropall perſon, accoꝛdyng 
vnto the lawes ol thys realme. And by fozce and vertue of the ſame 
all regall power, dignitie, honoure, aucthozitie,pzerogatiue, pꝛehemt⸗ 
nence and turiſdictions doth apperteyne,and ol right ought to apper⸗ 
teyne and belonge vnto her hyghnes,as to the ſouereygne, ſupꝛeme. 
gouernoure and Quesne of thys realme, and the domintons thereof, 
in as kull. large, and ample maner, as it hath done beretofoꝛe to any o⸗ 
ther her mooſt noble pꝛogenitours Ringes ot thys realme , Reuer⸗ 
— the mooſt — — — — ; beeng made by 
ynges then reygnyng,donot only attribute and referreal pꝛeroga⸗ 
tine, pꝛeheminence, power, and iuriſdictionroyallvato the name of 
Kyng,but alſo do gyne, aſſigne ,and appoynte the coꝛrection and pu⸗ 
nyſhmente ol all offenders agaynſte the regaltye and dignitye ol the 
Crowne and the lawes okthys Kealme vnto the Kyng, By occaſion 
whereofthe malicious and ignoꝛaunt perſonnes may be hereatter in⸗ 
duced and perſwaded vnto this errour and tolpe, to thynke, that her 
highnes could ne (Mould haue, enio xe, and vle ſuche lyke royal auctho⸗ 
rity, power pꝛeheminẽce, pꝛerogatiue, ⁊ luriſdictto,noz do, ne execute 
and vſe allthynges,concernyng the ſayd ſtatutes, and take the bene⸗ 
lyte and pꝛiuplege of the ſame, noꝛ correcte and punylhe offendours 
agaynſte her mooſt royallperſonne, and the regalitye and dignitye of 
the crowne of thys realme, and the dominions thereof, as the Ringes 
of thys realme her mooſt noble pꝛogenitours haue heretofoze done, 
tnioped, vled⸗ and exerciled.

Be it detlared and enacted by the aucthozitye of thpg 
pꝛeſente Parliamente, that the lawe of thys realme is, and ener hath 
bene, and ought to be vnderſtande, that the kynglpe oz regall office gf 
the realme and all dignities pꝛerogatiue. royall power, pꝛeht minen⸗ 
ces. pꝛiuileges, aucthozitieg. and iuriſdictions therevnto annexed 
vnited, oꝛ belonging, beyng inueſtedeyther in male oz female,are, and 
de. and ought to be, as fullye. wholpe, abſolutelpe, and entierly demed, 
tudged actepted. tnueſted, and taken in thone as in thother ſo that 
what, oꝛ whenſoeuer ſtatute oꝛ lawe doth limit te and appoynte, that 
the Kyng of thys realme may, oz (hall haue execute, and do anything, 
as kyng , oꝛ doth gyue any pꝛofyte oꝛ commoditie to the byng oꝛ doth 
limitte oꝛ appoynteanye paynes o2 punyſbmente foz the cozrection of 
offenders 02 eſſourgagaynſt the regalitye and dignitye ol the 
kyng,oz of thec + Thelame the Queene (beyng ſupzeme gouer⸗ 
neſſe, poſſeſſour, # enheritour to the imperiall crowne ofthis realne, 
ag our ſapd ſouereygneladye, the Queene mooſt iuſt iy pꝛeſentiye is

An ¶ An Acte touchyng the articles ofthe Queeneshyghnes 
5 mooſte noble marriage. 


CThe.ij. Chapter. 


Ihereas moolte inſtaunt ſuite hath bene made to your 
4//amoolte excellent Maieftie on the behaite of the mooſt 


noble, and mooſte victoꝛious Pꝛince Charles, Empe⸗ 
DN 7 Aroure of Rome. rc. foz marriage to be hadde betwene 
vour hyghnes,andhys onely lonne, and heyꝛe, the no⸗ 
— ble punce Philippe of Spapne. ac. Bhervponto the 
pleaſure ofalmyghtye God, to the comfozte of your mooſte noble per⸗ 
ſon, and to the great and linguler honour, welthe, benekyte, and com⸗ 
moditye of thys your realme of Englande and of all vs, voure mooſte 
humble and obedient ſubiectes ofthe lame, there hathe paſſed # bene 
concluded in two fondzye treatiſes terteyne pactes and couenauntes, 
touchyng the layde marriage, with dependaunces and cirtumſtances 
ofthe lame, and in the one treatie theſe articles. : 
Fyꝛſt it is couenaunted and agreed, that as ſone as tonuenientlp 
mape be, true and perfyte marriage by wozdes ofthe tyme ( — 
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{<albe contracted, ſolempnized, a conſummate in Englande betwene 
theſayde mooſte noble Pꝛince. and the layde mooſt vertuous Lady 
the Queene. By foꝛce ot whyche marriage ſo celebꝛated and conſums- 
mate» the layde moſte noble Pzince Philippe, chall, duryng the ſayds 
marriage, haue, and entoye topntelye together with the layde mooſte 
us Queene hys wyfe the ſtyle, honour and kingly name of the 
ttalmes and dominions vnto the ſayde mooſte noble Queene apper⸗ 
teynyng, and ſball ayde her hyghnes , beyng his wyle in the happye 
adminiſtration of her graces realmes and dominiong. The ryghtes, 
lawes, pꝛiuileges, and cuſtomes of the lame realmes and dominions, 
neuertheleſle pzeſerued and maynteyned, 

And ſpeciallpe it is pzoutded and couenaunted, that the ſayd moſte 
noble pꝛince (ball permitte and ſuffer the ſayd moſt gratious Queene 
his wpfe to haue the whole diſpoſition ofall the benefices and offices, 
landes, reuenues, and frutes ofthe ſapd realmes and dominiong and 
that they ſhalbe beſtowed vpon ſuche, as be naturallye bozne in the 
ſame. And that all the matters of the ſapde realmes and dominions 
ſhalbe treated and mayned in the ſame tongues, wherein of olde they 
— wonteto be treated, and by the naturall bone ol the lame 
tealmes. 

It is alſo couenaunted, that the lame moſte noble Queene by ver⸗ 
tue ol the fozeſapd matrimony wbalbe admitted into the locietie of the 
realmes and dominions of the ſayde noble Pꝛince, alwell ſuche as he 
hath nowe pzeſently,as luche other alſo , as during the ſame matri⸗ 
monye, may come hereafter vnto him. And foꝛ her dower in cace,that 
herhyghnes ouerliue the ſayde moſtenoble Pꝛinte her huſbande , ſhe 
all yearely receaue thzee (koze thouſande poundes, after the value 
offourtie grotes Flemiche moneye to the pounde the ſame to be allot⸗ 
ted and appoynted vpon al the realmes. landes, and pꝛimoniall domi⸗ 
nions of the ſayde molt victozious Lozd Themperoure his father, in 
manerand fozme folowyng. That is to ſaye, fourtie thouſande poun⸗ 
des ſhalbe aſſigned vpon the realmes of Spapne, Caſtple, and Arra⸗ 
gon, and their appertenaunces in beſt maner, that maye be. and accoz- 
dyng to the kalſhion vlage and cuſtome of the layd realmes: So as yk 
the layde noble Pꝛince do dye befoze her hyghnes, #by reaſon ther- 
ofthe layde dower come in vꝛe, and take effect, the ſayde moſte grati⸗ 
dus Queene ſhall, and maye freelye, without any impedimente, baue, 
ble, and enioye the ſayde fourtpe thouſande poundes, as is afozeſayd. 
The other twentye thoulande poundes ſhalbe appopnted vnto her 
highnes vpon the Dukedomes Earledomes, and dominions of Bꝛa⸗ 
bant, flaunders, Heynolde, Hollande⸗ and other the pꝛimonial landes 
and inheritaunce ofthe layde Loꝛde Thempe rour in the lower Ger 
manye · in lyke maner as the Ladye Margarete of Englande » ſome 
temewyfe and widowe of the Lozde Charles} of 5 „ ve, 
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Duke of Burgondye,had,and receaued vpon the ſame, o as the (gy 
moſte noble Queene ſuruiuing her ſayd hulbande. wall immediatlyr 
after his death vſe,enioye,and poſſede her ſayde dower lo farrefozth 
as no parte thereof be alienated,o2 obliged to others. And incace anp 
part thereof be founde alienate oz bounde to others other landeg cz 
reuenues oflike valewe, lying nyer to the relidewe of the ſayddower 
walbe in dewe fozme aſſigned in liewe thereof within theſpace ofthz; 
monethes,which her hyghnes ſhall vle and eniope inlyke maner and 
fourme,as the ſayde Ladye Margarete of Englandebefoze vſed and 
enioped. : ö 

And leaſte that amonges their chyldꝛen there mighte arple ſome 
- ſtrife fox the ſucceſſion,and tyerbydilturbe the fructe or perpetualcon, 
coꝛde, 5 is hoped, ball enſue of this matrimony betwene the realmeg 
and dominions of epther partye,the (ayd ſucceſſion ſhalbe oꝛdered in 
maner and fo2me folo wyng. 

Fyꝛſt that as touchyng the ryght ol the motbers inheritaunce in 
the realme ol Englande, and the other realmes and dominion de⸗ 
pending ok the lame, the childꝛen as well males as females, that hal 
be bozne of this matrimon ye. (hall ſuccede in them, accozdpng to the 
lawes, ſtatutes, and cuſtomes of the ſame, 

And as touthing the landes, that the ſayd moſt noble Pzince (hall 
leane beyinde him. Firſte there ſhalbe reſerued vnto his eideſte ſonne, 
the Lozde Charles ot Auſtriche infant of Spayne, and to the childzen 
and heyꝛes of him diſcendyng,aſwell females as males, all, and ſingus 
ler their rightes, which to the ſayd Pꝛince do eythernowe, oz hereal⸗ 
ter ſhall helonge and ſhall at any time by the death eyther ofthe noble 
Quene his grandame, oꝛ the moſt victoꝛious Emperour Charles the 
fifth his father (whych God longe differ) be deuolued vnto him in the 
realmes of Spapne ol both the Dciciles with all their appertenaun⸗ 
tes, in the Dukedome of Myllayne,and other landes and doininions 
in Lumbardye # Jtalye,whatſocuer name x tytle they haue, whych 
neuertheles ſbalbe bourdened #charged with the afozeſaiddower of 
fourty thouſand poundes. Jn which realmes, landes, a dominiõs the 
chilvzen of this pzefente matrimonye {hall pzetende nothing. ſo longe 
as the ſapde Lozde Charles theinfant,ozanye pſſue of his body, laws 
fuilye begotten, dolyue. But yfit foꝛtune the lame Loꝛde Charles to 
dye, and thyſſue of his bodye to fayle,then,and in that cace the ejdeſte 
ſonne ofthis matrimony ſhalbe admitted vnto the ſayde right, and 
accoꝛding tothe nature, lawes, and cuſtomes of the ſayd realmes and 
dominious (hall ſuccede, The ſame eldeſt ſonne ſhall alſo ſutcede in all 
the Dukedomes,Earledomes, domintons, and pzimontalllandes bes 
longing vnto the ſayd Loꝛde Themperour,aſwelin Burgundie as in 
the lower Germany. That is to ſaye.in the Dukedomes of Bꝛabant, 


Luxenbozghe, Ghelders, Zutphane, But gundie, Friſelande, — 
* coun 
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countiesof Flaunders. Arthois,Hollande, Zelande, Namures , the 
lande beyonde the Illes. and in al other, whatloeuet thervnto belon⸗ 
ging , oz anye wapes appertcyning , with all their rightes and des 
maundes. | 
But yf the lavde Loꝛde Charles, oꝛ they that ſhall come of him (hal 
remayne on lyue, and that there be by this matrimony any male child, 
in that cace the ſayde Loꝛde Charles. oz his deſcendentes ſhelbe and 
tremapne ercluded fromthe ſayd landes and pzimoniail dominions of 
the lower Germanye, and of Burgund ye, and the lame with all their 
right ſhali diſcende vnto the eldeſt ſonne to be bozne of this matt imo ⸗ 
nye. Ind to thother chudꝛen that ſhalbe bozne of the ſayde matrimo- 
nye,aſwell males as females; a conueniente poꝛtion and dower albe 
allotted inthe realme of Englande and domintons, dependyng ofthe 
ſame. and in the layd landes and pꝛimoniall domimons of the lower 
Germanpe. And neyther the eldeſt ſonne of this matrimonv,noz tho⸗ 
therſonnes begotten in the ſame, ſhal pꝛetend any right in the tealme 
of Spapne. oz tyother dominions, depending of the ſame, and reſers 
ued to the ſayd Lozd Charles the infant, otherwyſe then by tyeir fa⸗ 
thers 02 graundefathers diſpoſition ſhalbe gyuen oz left vnto them. 
Mozcouer pfit foꝛtune no male childe to be bozne of th's matri⸗ 
monpe but only females, in that cace the eldeſte female (hall with full 
right ſuccede in the layd landes and dominions of the lower Germa- 
nye ſo as neuertheleſſe ſhe being minded to chooſe to huibande anye 
manne not bozne in Englande » 0z in the lower Germanye ſhe do cons 
tracte tyeſame matrimonpe by the counſelil and canlente of the ſayde 
Loꝛd Charles the infant her bzother , oz elles pf (he take any manns 
to huſbande.that is not bozne in Englande, oꝛ in the lower Germany, 
neglecting the counſell and conſent ot the layd Loꝛd Charles, in that 
tate the ryght of the ſucceſſion (halbe,and remayne to the ſayd Loꝛde 
Charles the infant in theſayde domintons oflowec Germanye, Bur⸗ 
gundie,and their appertinaunces which in the cace afozeſayd wal re- 
uert vnto him,o2 his yſſue aſwell males as femalcs , Ind pet neuer⸗ 
theleſſe in that cace bothe (he and thother doughters alſo diſcendyng 
ofthis inatrimonp(no male childzen remayning ) (halbe endowed of 
their fathers landes and poſſeſſions, alwell of Spapne , as of lower 
Germanye,competently,and accozdyng to the cultomes of the layde 
realmes and dominions. 

And foz want alſo of the ſayd Loꝛde Charles, and thyſſue ofhym, 
and none other childzen remayning of this matrimony, but wemen, in 
that cace the eldeſt doughter to be bozne of this matrimonye, (hal ſuc⸗ 
cedenot only in the lad domintons of lower Germany and Burgun⸗ 
dye, but aiſo in thother reulmes of Spayne, Englande, and tye reſte 
after the nature. lawes, and cuſtomes of the lame. | 

Pꝛouided neuertheleg, and expacſſeiye — in all, and linguler 
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the aboue declared caces of ſucceſſion , that whoſoetter he oz ſhe 
be, thatthal ſuccede in them, they wall leaue to euerye of theſayde 
realnes , landes, and dominions,whole,and entier their pziuileges, 
rightes,and cuſtomes,and the ſame realmes and dominions ſhall ad. 
miniſter and cauſe to be adminiſtred by the naturall boꝛne ol the lame 
realmes.dominions,and landes. aud in all thinges faythfully pzocure 
theit vtilitie and quiete, and ſball rule and nourithe them in good ty; 
ſlice and peate actoꝛdyng to their ſtatutes and cuſtomes. 

Finaliy that betwene the ſayd Emperoure the Pꝛince and his ſuc. 
teſſouts their realmes and dominions, whatloeuer, and the ſayd mog 
gratious Queene, and her realmes and dominions, there chalbe from 
henceloꝛth an entier and ſincere kraternitie. vnitie, and mold ſtreyghte 
tontedetatie foz euer (God willing) happelye to endure, ſo as theyſhal 
mutually one of them ayde another in all thinges, which to the ſelfes, 
and their honour-and to the conleruation of their heyꝛes # lucceſſozs 
ſhalbe moſte agreable,accozding to the trengthe,fozme, and eſtecte ol 
the latter treatie ol a ſtrayght amitie, bearyng date at Weſtminſter, 
the yeare ol our Loꝛd God, a thoulande , ſiue hundzed,fourtie à two, 
the declaration ol whyche treatie beareth date at Utreght, the.xvj, 
daye of January, in the yeare of our Loꝛd God, a thoulande, ſiue hun⸗ 
dꝛeth, four tie and lixe. a | 

And in one other treatie thele articles folowing. 

Firſt that the ſayd moſt noble Pzince (all not pꝛomote, admitte, 
oz receaue to anye office , adminiſtration. oz benefice in the layde 
realme of Englande,and the dommions therevnto belonging, anye 
ſtraunger oꝛ perſons not bozne vnder the dominion and ſublection of 
theſaydmoſt noble Queeneof Englande, 

That the ſayd moſt noble Pꝛince hall reteaue and admitte into the 
ſeruice ol his houſholde and courte gentlemen and yeomen of the ſayd 
realme of Englandeinaconueniente nombze, and ſhallefteme,entre- 
teygne,and nouriſh them> as his pꝛopꝛe ſubtectes,and ſhal bꝛing none 
inhys retinue,noz haue none with hun, that wil do any diſpleaſure oz 
wꝛonge to the lubiectes of the ſayde realme. And pf they do, heſball 
take oꝛder to coʒrett them with condigne punyſhmente, and ſee them 
expelled his courte. 

That the ſayde moſt noble Pꝛince ſhall do nothing whereby anpt 
thing be innouated in the ſtate and right, epther publike oz pꝛiuate, o 
inthe lawes and cuſtomes of the ſayd realme ol Englande.oꝛ the do⸗ 
minions there vnto belonging, but ball contrarye wyſe confirme and 
kepeto all eſtates andoꝛders their rightes and pꝛiuileges. 

That the ſayd Loꝛde Prince ſhall not leade awapye the afozeſaydF 
moſte noble Ladye the Queene oute of the bozders ofher hygbnes 
realme,onles the her lelfe deſire it,noz carye the childzen, that ſhaibe 
bozneof this matrimonpe out ofthe ſame realme of en. 10 
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the hope of ſucceſſion to come, ſhall there ſuffer them to be nour pched 
and bꝛought vp, onleſſe it ſhalbe otherwiſe thought good by the con⸗ 
ſent and agreamente ot the nobilitie of Englande. Ind in tate that no 
childꝛen. being lelt, the ſayd moſt noble Queene, do dye befozeZiin, the 
fayd Lozd Pꝛince ſhall not chalendge any right at al in the ſayd king⸗ 
dome, but without any impediment ſhall permitte the lucceſlionther⸗ 
ol to come vnto them, to whome it ſhall belonge and apperteygne by 
the right and lawes ol the ſayd realme. | 
Item that the ſayde moſte noble Pꝛynte ſhall not beare oz carpe 
ouer out ofthe afozeſayde realme, the Jewels and pꝛeciouſe thinges 
ofeſtimation,neither ſhall he alienate oz do awaye anywhit of thap⸗ 
pertenaunces ofthe ſapde realme of Englande, oz ſuffer any parte of 
them to be vſurped by his ſubtectes 02 anye other, but Gal ſee, that all 
and ſinguler places of the realme, and ſpectally the loꝛteg # frontiers 
ofthe ſame be fapthlullye kepte and pꝛeſerued to the vie and profite 
ofthe ſayde realme,and by the naturall bozne of the tame. He (yall 
not ſuffer anpe ſhippe, gonnes,02dinaunces whatiocuer,ofwarre,oz 
defence, to be remoued oz conueyed ont of the ſayderealme, vat ſwall 
contrarywile cauſe thẽ diligently to bekepte ⁊ renned, when ne de re⸗ 
quireth, + (alſo pꝛouide, that the ſame may be alwaies ready intheir 
ſtrength and fozce foꝛ the defence of the realme. 5 
Item that the realme of Englande by cccaſton of this matri⸗ 
monpe ſhall not directly oz indirectly be entangled with the warre 
that is betwene the moſt victozious Lo2d Themperour, father vnto 
theſayde Loꝛd Pꝛynte, and Henry the Frenche king, but he the ſayd 
{02d Philippe, as much as ſhall lye in hym on the behalfe ofthe ſayd 
realme of England, (hail ſee the peace betwene the lapde realmes of 
Fraunce and England obierued.and hal geue no caule of any dꝛeche. 
By whiche couenaunt the latter treatte of aſtreyghter amitie ſhall 
not be in any poynt derogated, but the ſame (hail ſtyll remapne in his 
vigour and fozce , Sauyng alſo that on the behalfe ofhys fathers o⸗ 
ther realmes and dominions, theſayde Pꝛynce ſhall haue free power 
to ayde and alliſte his moſte noble father, as he Wall thintze beſt in the 
defence of hys landes, and reuenge of the iniuries he hath receaued, 
Fon aſmuche as we your moſt humble and obedient ſubiectes, the 
loꝛdes ſpiritual and tempoꝛall, and the commons in this pꝛeſent pars 
lament aſſembled. haue matur el, ſincereip, and deliberatlp contdes 
red and wayed, all. and linguler the (ayd touenauntes, grauntes, pa⸗ 
cteg, treatiles and agreametes,concernyng the ſayd moſt honoꝛable 
and foztunate marriage betwene your highnes, and the lapde moſte 
noble Pꝛince of Spayne, c the dependaunce therof, and do thervpon 
thinke, deme, a iudge the ſame to be both honoꝛable vnto pour higys 
nes, a commodious vnto the common wealth of thys your realine, 
Therfoze we pour ſapde humble and obedient — —_ 
zümblie 
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humblie pꝛape and beſeche your Maleſtte,that like as it hath pleaſcy 
your highnes vpon pour free andnaturall zeale and good wyll that

And where allo at the lame ſeſſion of parli⸗ 
ament laſt befoze mentioned all, and ſinguler the actes aboue mentio⸗ 
ned,#befoze pᷣ time tõtinued at ſundzie parliamentes,as is afozeſayd, 
and all claules, articles, and pꝛouiſions, in them, and euerye of them 
conteyned, were there reuiued and continued to ſtande in their fozce 
and ſtrength, vnt o thelaſt daye ofthe next parliament. 

And fozaſmuche as all, and linguler the ſayde ſeuerall actes aboue 
mentioned be good and beneftciall foz the common wealth of thys 
xealme,be it therfoze enacted,ozdepned,and eſtabliſhed by the quene 
our Soueraygne Ladye, with the aſſent of the lozdes ſpirituall and 
tempozall, and the commons of thys pzeſent parliament aſſembled, 
and by thauctozitle of the ſame, that all, and ſinguler the layde ſeue- 
rall actes and eſtatutes aboue mentioned andrehearſed,and euerpe 
ofthem,andall clauſes articles, and pꝛouiſions in them and euery of 
them conteyned,ſhalbe reutued, continued, ſtand, and endure in their 

, fozceand ſtrength . to all intentes, conũtuctions, purpoles, 

and ſhalbe obſerued and kept in all thynges 
vntyll the laſt daye ol the nerte 
Parliament. 
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
